(Leading Article) *" 1 ' ” 

...In the fields of the Volga area and in • * 
the Fergana Valley in Uzbekistan, in the dry steppes of Khakassia , 
and the oases of Turkmenia, collective farm practical workers and 
scientists armed with the most advanced Soviet achievements 
worked determinedly on evolving a new and more progressive system 
of irrigation. The experience of the. innovators received state 
support, on the basis of scientific information and generalisation 
of the experience of leading collective farms and the achievements 
of scientific research institutions the Council of Ministers of the 
USSR worked out a new, genuinely scientific system of . irrigation, 
which corresponds to the level of development of our agriculture. 

Under the new system of irrigation the dense 
network of permanent irrigation canals is replaced by temporary ones, 
which are made when inundation is to be carried out # and, filled, in 
again to suit the needs of the. mechanisation of the' soil cultivation 
andaf tending the crops. These temporary canals are to be cut and 
filled in by machinery. The system, of temporary,, irrigation canals 
will make it possible to utilise irrigated land more fully, increase' . 
the size of the irrigated fields and thus increase,- the degree of 
mechanisation of agricultural work.. . •; .. .... . 

The Soviet government's decision to transfer T 
to the new system of irrigation became a programme of action for 
the workers on irrigated agriculture in our . country. The state sent 
the necessary quantity of up-to-date machinery fpr. mechanising the ’ 
most laborious work involved in the reorganisation o.f the irrigation 
system to the areas where irrigated agriculture is practised. 

In those places where transfer to the new irrigation, system is,, . 
being successfully carried out the collective and state, farms have 
already appreciated its enormous advantages.,, •; 

Work is being developed .for the reorganisation, 
of the irrigation system in the Uzbek SSR. Over .2,000 drivers for 
dredging and planing machines and about 3,000 collective farm.^ : , . 
instructors have been trained here, plans for the reconstruction 
of the irrigation system and the enlargement of the irrigated fields, . 
have been prepared for nearly 2,000 collective farms. The new . • ; , 

system of irrigation has been adopted over an area of nearly 300,000 
hectares. .:. ■ ••. , '••••. . 

As a result of the reorganisation the average,... 
size of the irrigated fields in those collective farms where the 
work is being carried out has increased from 1,5-3 to 30 and more . 
hectares. 

The productivity of tractors has increased ., 
considerably on the lands of collective farms which have enlarged: 
their irrigated fields and introduced the new methods of .i.nundation. 
For example , in collective farms in Tashkent oblast machine drivers 
have increased their output of work by 30/3 on fields where the new 
system of irrigation is in use. 

At the same time it must be pointed. out that 
Soviet and agricultural organs have far from everywhere ensured the 
fulfilment of the state plan for the reconstruction of the irrigation 
system and the transfer to the new system of irrigation. In
